in his magazine? Carried to its logical 
conclusion, this theory would land us in 
the laps of the single-tax and “looking- 
backward“ people in a very short time.

As Russia is the only possible 
frontier assailant of Eastern Prussia, 
his words, especially in view of their 
following his first aggressive declara- 
tion, are now interpreted here as in St. 
Petersburg, as aimed against Russia. 
Within official circles here the Emper- 
or’s utterances caused no surprise in 
view of advices from Paris pointing to 
closer relations between the French 
and Russian foreign offices. Whatever 
may be the Czar’s opinion of the value 


of a French alliance, the Czar’s advis- 
era cultivate it. 

Another pregnant fact is Chancellor 
Caprivi’s announced design to place 
one of the two new army corps on the 
Russian frontier. The Emperor did 
not without forethought say yesterday 
that if obliged to draw the sword those 
who troubled peace would find the 
German blows as heavy as they were 
twenty years ago. Both speeches con- 
tain a veiled but emphatic declaration 
of the solidity of the dreibund and vig- 
ilance of its chiefs against the com- 
mon enemy.

A Supposed Discovery of Secretary 
Lelong.

B. M. Lelong, who has been visiting the 
E st looklug up parasites and studying the 
habits of insect pests, has made an lip port- 
ant discovery in Washington, D. C., in the 
grounds of the Vaited States Department of 
Agriculture, almost directiy under the win- 
dows of the entoem logical department 
itself. In walking through the grounds he 
noticed a lady-bug feeding on the aphis. and 
on closer examination he discovered that it 
was devouring the aphis, aud that it breeds 
as fast, or nearly ag fast, as the wenderfu:

minated the cotton cushion scale of this 
tte. This ladybug is the Adalia 
bipunctata, of which Mr. Lelong captured 
as many as he id find, making two

The End of the Worid Calculated. 

A French statistician, who has been 
studying the military and other rec- 
ords with a view of determining the 
beight of men at different periods, has 
reached some wonderiul results. iy 

The recorded facts extend over 
nearly three centuries. It is found 
that in 1610 the average height of man 
in Europe was 1.75 metres, or say 5 feet 
9 inches. In 1790 it wus 5 teet 6 inches. 
In 1820 it was 5 feet 5 inches and a 
fraction. At the present time it is 5 
feet 3 inches and three-quarters. It is 
easy to deduce from these figures at 
a rate of regular and gradual decline 
in human stature, and then to apoly 
this, working backward and forward, 
to the past and to the future. 

By this calculation it is determined 
that the stature of the first men at- 
average of 16 
feet 9inches. Truly there were giants 
on the earth in thoge days of Og, and 
Goliath was quite a degenerate off- 
spring of the gianta, to 
later times, we find that at tf begin-: 
ning of our era the average height of 
man was 9 feet, and in the time of 
Charlemagne it was 8 feet 8 inches, a 
fact quite sufficient to account for th 
heroic deods of the Paladins. 

The most astonishing result of this 
scientific study comes from the appli- 
cation of the same inexorable law of 
diminution to the future. The calcu- 
tion shows by the year 4000 A. D. the 
stature of the average man will be re- 
duced to 15 inches. At that epoch 
there will be only Liliputians on the 
earth. And the conclusion of the 


the end of the world will certainly ar- 
rive, for the inhabitants will have be- 
come so small tbat they will finally 
disappear—“finish by disappearing,” 
as the French idiom expresses. it—

A Large Lot of Business Put 
Through Yesterday. 


A NEW ENGINEER APPOINTED. 


Deputy Clerk Marsh Resigns—Col. 
e will Succeed Mr. Meyer 
~The Cross Road Fran- 
chise—Other Matters. 


A regular meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held .yesterday. All the trus- 
tees were present, and President Lu- 
Ekens occupied the chair. 

The minutes of the meeting of May 
10th were read and approved. 

The ordinance designating names 
instead of numbers for the different 
municipal improvement funds was 
passed as read at the last previous 
meeting. 

The Committee on Ordinance and 
Judiciary introduced an ordinance 
providing a penalty of not more than 
$25 fine for the killing of song birds 
or robbing birds’ nests within the city 
limits. Laid over. 

The committee also introduced an 
ordinance granting a franchise for 
three years to the Cross road for the 
branch from the Altadena road to the 
Pasadena station. The ordinance 
stipulates that the railroad company 
shali keep the street crossings over 
which it passes in good repair, shall 
provide proper flumes, culverts, etc., 
the city reserving the right to regulate 
the speed of trains, whistling, etc. 
The maximum round-trip fare be- 
tween Pasadena and Los Angeles is 
not to exceed 25 cents, and two trains 
are to be run daily after6p.m. In 
case the road remains unused for two 
days Council reserves the right to 
make void the franchise. 

The petition of C. T. Hopkins for 
permission to remove a frame cott 
from South Los Robles avenue to Wal- 
nut street was granted. 

The Holiness Church was refused 

rmission to move their building from 

oline avenue to the Wooster lot. 

Hancock Banning was granted — 
mission to move a corrugated iron 
building f South Fair Oaks avenue 
to the rear of Kilgore’s stable. 

A communication was received from 
W. U. Masters, accepting a position on 
the library advisory board. 

An invitation from the Memorial 
day committee was received, asking 
the board and all patriotic citizens to 
participate in the exercises on that 
day. The invitation was accepted. 

A communication from the Santa 
Fé Rallroad Company was read, 
stating that, in accordance with in- 
structions from the board, trains 
would hereafter run at a lower rate of 
speed through town. 

An application from A. E. Bisbee, 
for the position of callman on the fire 
department, was referred to the Com- 
mittec on Fire and Water. 

A report from Architect Robrig was 
read, recommending certain improve- 
ments to the library, and detailing the 
cost of thé iron ceiling, which re- 
cently arrived from Pittsburgh, Pa. 
Referred to to the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds. 

Adjournment was then made until 
afternoon. 

All members of the board were pros- 
ent at the afternoon session. A num- 
ber of bills were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Auditing and Finance.

handed in and on motion accepted. © 

On recommendation of the Commit- 
tee on Streets and Alleys the City 
Clerk was instructed to advertise for 
bids for sprinkling the streeets. The

Ist next. The recommendation was 
approved. Col. Place will be paid 85 
per day while engaged in work for the 
city. assistants will be allowed $2 
a day. 

On motion the name of Mountain 
avenue, between Orange Grove avenue 
and Illinois street, was changed to 
Orange Grove avenue and the City At- 
torney was instructed to draft an 
ordinance to that effect.

discovery of ancient subterranean 
tombs, arranged something after the 
fashion of the Roman catacombs, has 
been madeonthe Mount of Olives, 
near Jerusalem. A Greek bishop, 
Epiphanies, probably fearing the con- 
sequences to historical and sacred 
sentiment of .the opening of the rail- 
way from the seacoast to Jerusalem, 
which is, we believe, already 
in process of construction, bought 
abought. twelve acres of ground, 
including ove of the three peaks of the 
Mount of Olives, that known as the 
‘*Hunters’ Garden,“ and, after sur- 
rounding it by a high wall, planted it 
with trees, and began the construc- 
tion of a house and a small chapel. In 
the course of the excavation for the 
buildings the workmen came across the 
remains of a group of tombs. Sev- 
eral shafts and capitals of columns, 
ornamented with acanthus leaves, 
in the Roman-Greek manner, were dug 
up, and. the plinths on which they 
rested were found. Between the plinths 
was a mosaic pavement, containing a 


ground; and under the mosaic were 
found stone slabs, which formed the 
covers of the tombs. So far, fifteen of 
these tombs have been opened. They 
appear to have been made partly by 
Jews and partly by Christians, those 
attributud to the latter being situated 
—— group a little apart from ¢the 
others.

Girls who have incomes 
of $5000 a year for pin money can 
easily afford $1000 for horseback rid- 
ing, and the chances are that their 
fathers will be allowed to pay these 
bills, and the money will notcome out 
of their pockets. Some of the Washing- 
ton girls. have enough confidence 
in their judgment of horses to buy 
their own steeds, and the Bayard girls 
can tell the weak and sound points of 
ahorse as well us a jockey. Miss 
Alice Maury, one of the fashionable 
riders of the Capital, has a mare that 
Mr. Childs of Philadelphia gave her 
when it was a colt.

PomonA, May 16.—{Correspondence 
of Tue Ts.] The Sycamore Water 
Development Company of this place 
will spend about twenty thousand 
dollars this year in extending its ex- 
tensive tunnel for water about three 
thousand feet further in the moun- 
tains. The tunnel is now nearly four 
thousand feet in length, and has cost, 
first and last, $113,000. Some stock in 
this company was sold at 22 cents 
above par last week.

Bible is no more to them than any 


other book. That its grand truths are 
like so many myths; its wise teachings 
and beautiful parables are not the ut- 
Serance of inspiration, but of a well- 
regulated philosophy which it is well 
enough for us to heed so far as it is 
promotive of our happiness. 

But take all the books that have ever 
been written by the wise men of all 
ages and all lands, and where do we 
find one that so fully answers to every 
human need as does the Christian Bible?

Socrates, great and wise as he was, 
yet believed in many gods, and de- 
clared that a wise and good man 
ought to worship the gods recognized 
by the country to which he belonged,’* 
while the able Seneca affirmed, “what- 
ever that be which has determined our 
lives and our deaths, it binds the gods 
also by the same, necessity; human and 
divine things alike are carried along 
an irrevocable course.“ 

‘And the learned Aristotle declared: 

„The chief deity resides in the celes- 
‘tial sphere and observes nothing and 


Cares for nothing beyond himself. 


How unlike is this hopeless loneli- 
ness of the soul, to the faith which the 
Bible gives us in Our Father’s divine 
tenderness when it says: “Like as a 
father pitieth his children so the Lord 
pitieth those who fear Him.” For 
God so loved the world that He gave 


His only begotton Sou that whosoever 


believeth in Him should not perish but 
have everlasting life.“ Listen yet 
farther to the cheerful utterances of 
the Book upon which we build our 
faith. In the beginning God created 
the heavens and the earth.“ 

„He upholdeth all things by the 
word of His power, and by Him all 
things consist.“ 

„He maketh His sun to rise upon 
the evil and the good, and sendeth 
rain on the just and the unjust.“ 

“He feedeth the fowls of the air; 
He arrays the lilies of the field as was 
not Solomon in all his glory.“ 

“He is the God and Father of us 
‘all; in Him all live and move and have 
their being.“

BY THE AURORA BOREALIS. 


A Glimpse of Alaska Scenery as 
Seen by a Los Angeles Boy. 
(Extract from a suailor’s journal. 

Our vessel, the United States steam- 


ship Pinto, cast loose from her moor- 


ings on the llth of April, and after 
lying in the harbor for several hours, 
weighed anchor and put to sea on her 
spring cruise. After a brief voyage of 
three days we hove to off a Small In- 
dian village called Chilcat, about one 
hundred and eighty miles to the north- 
ward of Sitka. e had had a pleas- 
ant trip, as the entire route lay through 
the island passage,’’ where the scenery 
is grand and beautiful. At several 
points the channel is extremely nar- 
row, and the sea ran boiling and seeth- 
ing through these places at a terrific 
rate, so that the greatest skill and cau- 
tion had to be exercised in steering the 


. vessel through insafety. These narrows 


are commoniy known as The Rapids“ 
and are a source of great dread to nav- 
igators of these waters, as several ves- 
sels, including two men-of-war, have 
i been lost in trying to pass 
them. 

Chilcat is a point where the miners 
usually congregate before making 
their way into the goldfields of the in- 
terior. It is a picturesque little ham- 
let, consisting of the mission build- 
ings, a store or two and abouta dozen 
Indian buts, or ‘‘rancherias,’’ as they 
are termed. Altogether we lay there 
two weeks, and during that short stay 
I learned to admire the little place. 
Perhaps from the description I have 
already given, one could imagine little 
that would naturally excite one's ad- 
miration in such a small, out-of-the- 
way place. But its simplicity alone is 
enough to command one’s interest; 
then, add to this the wildness and 
beauty of its neighboring scenery, and 
toalover of Nature it is indeed a 
place never to be forgotten. 

Chilcat Harbor would remind one 
more of a beautiful mountain lake 
than an arm of the sea, it being com- 


letely surrounded by mountains and 
dota „having but one visi outlet, 
un 


at appears so narrow that it 


would seem incredible a ship could | 


pass through at all. 

One afternoon we were out in the 
whaleboat at a considerable digtance 
from the ship, searching for a hidden 
rock not laid down on our nautical 
charts.. The day was exceptionally 
fine for this period of the year, and the 
sky bad deepened into that clear, un- 
fathomable blue that always fills one’s 
soul with wonder and delight. Only a 
few clouds floated above, and these 
were tinged with empyrean radiance. 

Everything was wrapped in pro- 
foundest silence, and as the beauty of 
the picture heightened, the thought 
instinctively suggested itself that per- 
haps Nature at this moment were 
dreaming. For not a breath disturbed 
the tranquil waters of the harbor, 
which reflected the neighboring ice- 
erags and green hill slopes like a mir- 
ror. As I glanced over the gunwale of the 
boat and meditated upon these strange 
reflections, it seemed to me that we 
no more rested on the water, but were 
floating in midair through some en- 
chanted world. But in thé midst of 
these musings, we detected in the dis- 
tance a dark line drawn across the sur- 
face of the water, and as it grew more 
distinct, we could see that it was the 
ripple driven rapidly before the wind. 
As it bore steadily down upon us, it 
resembled a huge curtain being drawn 
o’er the scene, for in another instant 
the waters, so placid before, were dark 
and turbulent. The picture had van- 
ished, but the remembrance of it re- 
mained. 

One evening, just before weighing 
anchor, we were pulling across to the 
opposite shore from where we lay. It 
had been a lovely day, succeededby 
one of those glorious Alaka sunsets, 
the reflection of which we could still 
fairitly discern on the distant ice peaks. 
But a few miles away, and direcily 
facing us, was a magnificent glacier. 
Seeming to grow out of the soft tirma- 
ment of the heavens, it took its way, 
first through expansive fields of snow at 
the summit, where it could be plainly 


traced by the icy blue, mingled with: 


the white, thence through verdant 
forests of fir, which covered 
the base, finally ending on the 
shores of the glassy sea, where a beau- 
tiful island spread itself like an em- 
erald carpet atitsfeet. It was a most 
splendid sight, and the full moon, 
which had just risen above the hilltops, 
shed its pale light o’er the scene, lend- 
ing a weirdness to the whole which 
impressed me deeply. As I gazed en- 
raptured at the picture before me, I 
thought of Jacob of old and his won- 
drous dream. ‘There indeed was the 
ladder, or rather the stair, seemingly 
reaching into heaven; but the angels 
in this case were imaginary. This 
scene, like the grand Aurora and otber 
mysterious sights for which this sec- 
tion of the globe is famous, was only 
transitory, and on our return,ere we 
reached the ship, the waves were 
breaking over our bows.
